Officers target litter 
hotspot with patrols 

YOBS have been hanging around shops 
and a church in Lye causing disruption 
and littering. 

Police have stepped up patrols following 
complaints of groups congregating in Lye 
High Street, near Christ Church. 

Sergeant Lynn Couldrey said: “The 
neighbourhood team has received an 
increase in reports of litter and general 
low-level anti-social behaviour in the High 
Street area of Lye where groups are con¬ 
gregating on an evening.” 

She said officials are speaking to busi¬ 
nesses and residents in the area.

PATIENTS failed to turn up to 
nearly 15,000 appointments 
at Dudley’s hospitals in just 
six months - costing the NHS 
£1.5 million. 

Hundreds of hours of clinic time 
were lost due to people missing their 
out-patient appointments between 
January and June this year. 

Paula Clark, chief executive of The Dudley 
Group NHS Foundation Trust, which runs 
Russells Hall Hospital and the Guest Outpa¬ 
tient Centre, both in Dudley, and Corbett Out¬ 
patient Centre in Stourbridge, said a total of 
14,817 sessions were missed. 

She is now urging patients to warn hospital 
staff if they can’t make it, so someone else can 
have the slot. 

Every time a patient fails to show, it costs the 
hospital trust an average of around £70. This 
includes the staffing resource wasted and the 
cost of additional letters and time taken to re¬ 
schedule appointments. 

Ms Clark said: “When a patient doesn’t at¬ 
tend on the day, it’s too late to offer their slot 
to somebody else. If patients can’t attend their 
appointment, it’s really important that they let 
us know so we can reschedule for another time 
and offer the appointment to somebody else 
who needs it. 

“To help reduce the number of DNAs (did 
not attends) we have introduced a text message 
reminder service which reminds patients a few 
days before they are due to have an appoint¬ 
ment.” 

The free text reminders contain the date and 
time of the appointment as well as the location 
and name of the clinician that the patient is 
due to see. The hospital trust has previously 
posted reminder messages on its website, urg¬ 
ing people to contact staff if they are unable 
to attend. 

Waste 

Last year, between January 1 and December 
31, a total of 40,719 appointments were missed 
by patients. 

In July, health secretary Jeremy Hunt said 
missed hospital appointments cost the tax¬ 
payer £750m and missed GP appointments 
cost £162m. It’s estimated 6.9 million slots go 
to waste because people do not turn up. 

Mr Hunt said patients who miss appoint¬ 
ments should be told how much they have cost 
the NHS. He also wants to display the cost of 
prescription medicines on packets in a bid to 
reduce medicine waste. 

The bill at Dudley comes as bosses work to 
balance the books in the wake of Government 
funding cuts. Bosses have been reviewing the 
positions of temporary staff, those on fixed- 
term contracts, and bank and agency workers. 
They have also been looking at reducing over¬ 
time and recruitment to non-clinical vacancies 
to claw back costs. 


HUNDREDS JOIN IN BATTLE OF BRITAIN TRIBUTE

HUNDREDS paid solemn tribute to those 
who fought in the Battle of Britain at a re¬ 
membrance parade and service in Dudley. 

This year marks the 75th anniversary of 
the fight in the skies above Britain in the Sec¬ 
ond World War that effectively halted Nazi 
Germany’s invasion of Britain by defeating 
the Luftwaffe. 

With the anniversary being marked across 
the country, Dudley’s annual Battle of Britain 
thanksgiving commemoration took on greater 
significance on Sunday. 

Veterans, RAF members and the Air Train¬ 


ing Corps paraded ahead of the service at St 
Thomas and St Luke Church, also known as 
Top Church, in High Street. 

Around 130 Air Cadets marched through 
the town creating a spectacle for hundreds 
of people lining the streets and attending the 
services. 

The cadets came from eight squadrons in 
the Black Country including Stourbridge, 
Halesowen and West Bromwich. 

The service was held in the church before 
the cadets led a parade back through the town 
to take a salute from dignitaries on the steps 


of Dudley Council House. Cadets then lined 
up in front of Dudley’s cenotaph before the 
Last Post signalled a two minute silence and 
wreath laying ceremony. 

Among speakers was John Deane, aged 78, 
of Maygrove Road, Kingswinford, who joined 
the RAF in 1955, serving in Iraq and Cyprus. 
He now works with Air Training Corps inspir¬ 
ing young people. He is also member of the 
Dudley branch of the RAF Association. 

“I’m proud to be here and see so many peo¬ 
ple come out to take part in the event,” he 
said.

HSBC decides 
to close branch 

A BRANCH of HSBC will close in De¬ 
cember after a ‘significant fall’ in the 
number of people using it. 

The Brierley Hill branch, in High 
Street, will close its doors for the final 
time on December 4. Officials said they 
were working with the five staff to find 
them roles at other branches. 

Spokesman Sorrel Beynon said: 
“Unfortunately use of the Brierley Hill 
branch has fallen significantly over the 
past few years and we have taken the 
difficult decision to close it.”

Crossing call after 
boy, 9, is injured 

A nine-year-old boy suffered a head injury 
when hit by a car in Wordsley. The acci¬ 
dent happened in Bromley Lane. 

Police and paramedics were called to 
the scene at around 10am on Saturday. 

West Midlands Police spokesman Brigg 
Ford said the boy was conscious and talk¬ 
ing to officers at the scene. He was taken 
to hospital for further treatment. 

The accident has prompted calls for 
safety improvements. Councillor Derrick 
Hemingsley said: “I have asked Dudley 
Council to investigate both Bromley Lane 
crossings and Rangeways Road to seek 
their view on crossing lights.”

SUPERMARKET giant Morrisons 
has pulled out of a deal which would 
have seen a Sedgley pub demolished 
and replaced with a convenience 
store - much to the delight of cam¬ 
paigners. 

Protesters who have been trying to 
save the Seven Stars in Sedgley were 
handed the unexpected boost as the 
troubled company withdrew its li¬ 
censing application for a new store. 

Morrisons had appeared all set to 
take over the pub after being granted 
planning permission when Dudley 
Council’s decision to reject the appli¬ 


cation was overturned at appeal. But 
the saga surrounding the Gospel End 
Road venue has taken another twist 
with the supermarket chain pulling 
out. 

Earlier this month the firm an¬ 
nounced that it was to sell off 140 
M local convenience stores, many of 
which were making a loss. The new 
store to replace the Seven Stars was 
primed to be an M local store. 

Then last week, Morrisons an¬ 
nounced it was to close 11 of its su¬ 
permarkets, including sites in West 
Bromwich and Oldbury. 


It came after the company posted 
disappointing profits results in 
March, reporting a 52 per cent slump. 

Morrisons spokesman James 
French said: “I can confirm that we 
have withdrawn the current licence 
application on the Seven Stars.” 

Campaigners have claimed victory 
after hearing their news but there re¬ 
mains a question mark over whether 
Greybull Capital, which purchased 
the M local stores, will take over 
from where Morrisons left off and try 
to put a store on the site themselves. 

A fierce campaign has been led by 


regular pub-goers and residents to 
try to save the pub since Morrisons 
first confirmed its interest late last 
year. 

Activists even staged a protest out¬ 
side the headquarters of Marston’s 
brewery, which owns the pub, in 
Wolverhampton to get their message 
across to bosses. 

Sedgley Councillor and UKIP MEP 
Bill Etheridge, who has been part of 
the campaign, said: “This is great 
news for the local community, who 
fought so long and so hard to keep 
their pub.”.

Council act over 
repairs rubbish 

MEASURES have been put in place af¬ 
ter residents complained waste was be¬ 
ing left outside council houses following 
refurbishment work. 

Dudley Council said the target collec¬ 
tion for rubbish created by housing re¬ 
pairs was by close of the next working 
day following a job completion. Officials 
said the performance for the current fi¬ 
nancial year, for April to July, was 97 
per cent. 

But Councillor Paul Brothwood, mem¬ 
ber for Wordsley, said residents had 
complained that the council or contrac¬ 
tors had left rubbish outside homes. He 
asked what was being done to tackle the 
issue. In a written response, the coun¬ 
cil said measures included a dedicated 
waste telephone hotline, prioritisation 
of work and better communication. 

Matches called off 
due to travellers 

TRAVELLERS moved onto pitches at 
Coneygre Arts Centre in Tipton, forcing 
matches to be cancelled. 

Caravans and trailers moved onto the 
site on Friday night, resulting in Gornal 
Girls FC having to pull the plug on their 
training sessions and Saturday games. 
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two out of three pub 
schemes are rejected 


CAMPAIGNERS have claimed a 
victory after two controversial 
plans for supermarkets to be 
built on pub sites were thrown 
out by planners. 

Residents have been battling pro¬ 
posals by New River Retail to tear 
down the Maypole Inn, Halesowen, 
and replace it with a Co-Operative 
convenience store. They have also 
fought plans for a store on the car 
park of the Ashwood Inn, Wordsley. 

The public gallery at Dudley Council’s 
development control committee was filled 
with cheers as both schemes were rejected 
on Monday. A similar plan to build a Co-Op 
store on the car park at The Crown, in 
Netherton, was approved after councillors 
received only four letters of objection. 

New River Retail are now considering 
their next step. Defiant campaigners said 
they were ready to continue the battle. 
New River Retail has submitted plans at 
several pubs across the Black Country after 
brewery Marston’s sold 202 pubs in a £90 
million deal. 

Demolish 

The plan to demolish the Maypole was 
discussed by the planning committee fol¬ 
lowing a visit to the site. Chairman Coun¬ 
cillor Qadar Zada said he could see no 
planning grounds to refuse the proposal. 
Councillors disagreed. Councillor Colin 
Elcock said: “This is a great pub and we 
should take into consideration people do 
not want to lose it.” The Bassnage Road 
pub has been listed as an ‘asset of commu¬ 
nity value’. Members were told this carried 
no weight in planning terms. 

But councillors refused on the grounds 
the pub was well used by the community 
and too close to existing retail outlets. 

Councillors next discussed plans for the 
Ashwood Inn, in Sandringham Road. While 
the pub would be retained there were con¬ 
cerns over the loss of car parking spaces 
and traffic congestion. Councillor Paul 
Brothwood said: “The residents of Word¬ 
sley have made it absolutely clear they do 
not support this application.” 

Mr Martin Hughes, spokesman for New 
River Retail, said: “We have heard the 
grounds given for refusal and believe these 
will not be sustained at appeal.”

A WOMAN from Brierley Hill who 
wrongly received more than £40,000 
in benefits has been spared an imme¬ 
diate jail term. 

Claire Southall, aged 25, did not tell 
the authorities she had been living 
with her partner over several years 
meaning she was overpaid income 
support, housing benefit and council 
tax benefit. 

Judge Stephen Eyre QC, branded 
her behaviour ‘selfish and dishonest’ 
but because she had started to pay 
back the money he handed her a sus¬ 
pended ten month prison sentence. 

Southall, of Sheriff Drive, will have 
to do 150 hours unpaid work having 
previously pleaded guilty to three 
counts of dishonestly failing to notify 
a change of circumstances that she 
knew would affect her entitlement. 

Prosecuting, Mr Narmola, said 
Southall had been living in various 
houses with her partner over the pe¬ 
riod she received the payments, with¬ 
out notifying the authorities.

Action on car park yobs is welcomed 


COUNCILLORS have welcomed plans to combat 
vandalism and anti-social behaviour at a Stour¬ 
bridge shopping centre car park. 

Shoppers using the Ryemarket car park have com¬ 
plained about gangs of teenagers and skateboarders. 

Windows have been smashed and walls daubed 
with graffiti. Damage has also been caused to the 
roof of the car park. 

Dudley Council is now looking to step up security 
to tackle the problems. 

It comes as police continue with a proposal to 
introduce a Public Space Protection Plan, which 
would give officers greater powers for dealing with 
troublemakers. 

Councillor Nicolas Barlow, who represents the 


Wollaston and Stourbridge Town ward, said: “They 
(the yobs) seem to see the car park as a place to 
congregate. They are just mindless idiots causing 
trouble. 

“I went there myself to have a look around and it 
is just an absolute mess. There are trolleys and all 
sorts of other debris - it’s disgusting — and it’s just 
an added pressure on the council, police and other 
services. 

“We hope that the Public Space Protection Plan 
will at least give the authorities more power in 
tackling them. We don’t want them to move on 
elsewhere but we need to put a stop to what is hap¬ 
pening on the Ryemarket. 

“We need to tidy the car park up and use that as 


an incentive to get people back shopping. No doubt 
businesses would welcome that too.” 

Earlier on in the month, yobs caused damage to 
the roof of the car park resulting in police giving two 
warning letters to youths after investigations 
Under the Anti-Social Behaviour, Crime and Po¬ 
licing Act’s Public Space Protection Order anyone 
caught flouting the rules could face a £100 fine or 
risk being taken to court. 

Councillor Hilary Bills, cabinet member for en¬ 
vironmental services, said: “We are aware of the 
latest anti-social behaviour in the car park.” Centre 
manager Kelley Dyas said: “We are working closely 
with the police.” 


Music project hits right 
note for The waterfront 


A MUSIC institute is to be created 
at Brierley Hill’s Waterfront complex 
under ambitious plans to bring hun¬ 
dreds of students to the town. 

Dudley Council has announced it is 
working with the Birmingham Institute 
of Contemporary Music and Production 
(BICMP) on the project. 

If approved, the scheme will bring 600 stu¬ 
dents to the town to study degrees and other 
qualifications in music, production, education, 
composition and music management. 

New facilities will also be created including 
rehearsal rooms, recording studios, a shop, 
technology labs, classrooms and a lecture thea¬ 
tre. It will also play a major role in organising 
music festivals in the borough. 

Council officials said the project would be a 
key part of the regeneration proposals for the 
Waterfront after the council set up a Business 
Investment Zone. 

But they said the project was still in its early 
stages. 

Councillor Khurshid Ahmed, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for planning and economic development, 
said: “This is a major opportunity for us and 
shows that Dudley borough is a key destination 
for nationally renowned organisations. 

“The new music institute will create a state 
of the art venue for some of the country’s top 
music students to study for qualifications in a 
range of music disciplines. 

Support 

“I am pleased our hard work behind the 
scenes at the Business Investment Zone is 
opening opportunities and Brierley Hill is seen 
as a viable destination for business. 

“Clearly Dudley borough is open for busi¬ 
ness and we will support any organisation who 
wants to come here.” 

He added: “If this goes ahead it will have a 
huge positive impact on the local economy in¬ 
cluding shopping, accommodation and much 
more.” 

The council work with BICMP, a registered 
charity, to help with planning, external fund¬ 
ing and other issues in the early stages. 

Dudley South MP Mike Wood said: “After 
several years in doldrums it is good to see the 
Waterfront attracting this kind of significant 
development. 

“Dudley borough is once again leading the 
way and this development will only strengthen 
that.” 


Blaze destroys ten luxury motors

THIS is the scene of destruction 
after a blaze gutted a workshop 
at a car repair firm destroying 10 
luxury cars, including Porsches. 

Bosses at Central Sports Cars, 
in Wordsley, were left counting 
the cost with insurance assessors 
on Friday after Thursday’s blaze 
sparked by a welding accident. 

Only the charred shells of Por¬ 
sches and TVRs remained with 
the rest of the workshop reduced 
to twisted metal. 


During the height of the blaze 
firefighters warned residents to 
close their doors and windows and 
not to leave their homes. Some 
residents had to clear gardens of 
debris and a road was closed off. 

Ten cars under repair, including 
some Porsches, were destroyed in 
the fire. But staff were able to 
save eight other vehicles which 
were parked outside. 

No-one was injured in the blaze. 
Ambulance crews were also called 


to the scene as a precaution. There 
were no suspicious circumstances. 

Company owner Adrian Win- 
ridge, based at the unit for ten 
years, said: “We were doing some 
welding on the chassis. It caught 
fire and just went up in seconds. 
We’re all very upset by what has 
happened.” 

Around 30 firefighters were 
involved in tackling the fire with 
eight engines and a hydraulic plat¬ 
form needed to control the blaze.

A KIND-HEARTED landlord has given 
a flat rent free to a homeless former 
soldier - after one Facebook post 
generated a whirlwind of support. 

Generous Chris Foxall turned to social 
media to offer one of his flats in the Black 
Country to any homeless soldier to help 
them get their life back on track. 

Just one week later a former soldier has moved 
into the property in Netherton Road, Dudley. 

Ex-Grenadier Guardsman Daniel, who asked 
for his surname not to be published, says he is 
‘overwhelmed’ by the kind gesture. He was home¬ 
less but says he now hopes his days of sleeping 
rough are behind him. 

Mr Foxall, from Stourbridge, appealed on Face- 
book to find an ex-serviceman or woman who he 
would give one of his properties rent and depos¬ 
it-free for three months. 

The post went on to generate more than 
300,000 shares, and one million likes, with people 
from around the world getting in touch. 

Father-of-two Mr Foxall, 42, said: “It all went 
a bit mental. I couldn’t believe how many people 
came forward with offers of support, and several 
other landlords are now looking into doing a sim¬ 
ilar thing. 

“It’s been wild and quite emotional too,” he 
added. 

Car 

“I was touched by the amount of ex-servicemen 
on the streets after giving such a sacrifice to serve 
their country, so I wanted to help out. 

“Daniel is such a nice guy, and it was extremely 
humbling to meet him and show him the flat. 

“I found him via charity Soldiers Off The 
Streets who have been a great support.” 

Erdington furniture shop Cookes came forward 
to furnish the flat, with locals offering kitchen ap¬ 
pliances and free decorating. 

Daniel, 37, who slept rough in parks and allot¬ 
ments for three months after leaving the army, 
was also given a car by a local company to help 
him on the road to a fresh start. 

He said: “I am still in shock, I’m overwhelmed. 
I’ve always had bad luck in my life so I’m abso¬ 
lutely over the moon. 

“Chris is the salt of the earth. I didn’t think 
there was that type of person in the world. He 
has saved my life.” 


New classroom to 

A CLASSROOM for nursery and early years chil¬ 
dren will be built to replace an outdated primary 
school building. 

Fairhaven Primary School, in Barnett Lane, 
Kingswinford, has been granted planning per¬ 
mission for the new classroom on the site of a 
building which has been demolished.

Reaction as 
multi-storey 
car park plan 
is dropped 

THE axing of a long-awaited mul¬ 
ti-storey car park scheme in Dudley 
town centre have been met with a 
mixed response from councillors. 

Dudley Council announced last 
week it had decided not to go ahead 
with the plan on land in Tower Street, 
as it no longer represented value for 
money. 

The council had originally believed 
the car park could have been built 
for around £2.5 million but, because 
it is in a conservation area, costs had 
soared to between £3m and £4m. 

Officials said the decision had also 
been made following discussions with 
conservation experts at Historic Eng¬ 
land. 

Plans for a surface-level car park 
to replace the scheme are now being 
considered by the authority. 

But at a meeting of Dudley Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet last week, questions were 
asked. 

Conservative group leader, Council¬ 
lor Patrick Harley said: “It looks like 
the project has been shelved. I believe 
the funding was never there and, with 
most of the car parks within Dudley 
town centre not being fully utilised, 
this could have been an expensive 
white elephant.” 

But Councillor Les Jones, also a 
Tory, said he believed a multi-storey 
car park was needed in the town. 

“I am disappointed to see that once 
again Historic England has had a 
hand in this,” he said. “It is because 
of them we do not have a new bus sta¬ 
tion because they said it would be too 
dominant on the skyline.” 

Bamboo bonus for 
zoo's red panda 

BAMBOO is springing up across Dud¬ 
ley Zoo’s 40-acre site as keepers have 
started planting roots and shoots do¬ 
nated by the public. 

The zoo’s ungulates team received 
more than 20 donations of bamboo 
roots following a plea for the plants to 
build up reserves to feed the zoo’s red 
pandas. 

Section Leader Jay Haywood said: 
“We’re very grateful to everyone who 
gave us bamboo. We’ve now planted 
these opposite the mara enclosure, 
at the back for the giraffes, near the 
Bennetts wallaby enclosure and in the 
birds section. 

“Once these plants are established 
we’ll have a great stock to supply our 
female red panda Yasmin with daily 
bamboo.”

Five are sentenced over club violence 


VIOLENCE broke out between two groups at a 
busy nightspot, sparking the ‘worst disorder ever 
seen’ at the venue, a court was told. 

Five people were sentenced at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court for their role in the fracas at Stour¬ 
bridge’s River Rooms on January 24. 

The court heard bar manager Luke Ellis had been 
injured as he and security staff tried to break it up. 

Ethan Mills, 21, of West Bromwich; Benjamin 
Wilkes, 22, of Brierley Hill; Geoffrey Hackett, 46, 
of Halesowen; and Steven and Louise Cooper, both 
37 of Halesowen; all pleaded guilty to affray earlier. 

Mr Edward Soulsby, prosecuting, explained Lou¬ 
ise Cooper, of Wesley Avenue, had been seen on the 
dance floor punching towards the other group. 


Mills, of Claypit Lane, who was with the other 
party, then started to punch at Cooper’s group. 

Mills had been ejected but mother-of-four Cooper 
had continued to cause a disturbance. Her husband 
Steven Cooper then hit out at Mr Ellis. 

Outside Hackett, of Apperley Way, had walked up 
and punched Mr Ellis to the back of the head. 

Mr Soulsby said: “Police had arrived. One of the 
officers was approached by Wilkes who kicked him 
in the leg. This was the worst disorder the River 
Rooms has ever seen.” 

Judge James Burbidge QC said Mills and Louise 
Cooper, a home care assistant, had been the most 
‘persistent’ during the fracas. 

Mills was sentenced to four months imprisonment 


suspended for 12 months, ordered to carry out 100 
hours of unpaid work and ordered to pay Mr Ellis 
compensation of £200. 

Louise Cooper was sentenced to two months 
imprisonment suspended for a year. She was also 
ordered to carry out 130 hours unpaid work. Her 
husband was given a community order for 12 
months and 50 hours unpaid work. 

Hackett was given a four month prison sentence 
suspended for 12 months and 100 hours unpaid 
work. He was ordered to pay Mr Ellis £200 com¬ 
pensation. 

Wilkes was given a 12-month community order, 
150 hours unpaid work and ordered to pay £400 
compensation to the police officer. 


Borough's jobless total 
has shrunk by a quarter 


UNEMPLOYMENT has plummeted 
across Dudley over the last year, 
official figures have revealed, with 
hundreds of people getting back 
into work. 

Job queues have shrunk by nearly a 
quarter with the borough boosted by new 
jobs at firms including Ultimate Outdoors 
which created 80 positions at its Merry 
Hill store. 

More jobs are on the way, including at Aldi 
which is set to recruit a total of 80 people for 
two new stores in Dudley and Stourbridge. 

The number of people in Dudley claiming 
unemployment benefits, such as Jobseeker’s 
Allowance, has fallen by 1,479 over the last 12 
months to 5,169 in August. 

Although last month’s claimant count was 
down by just one on the previous month, it was 
part of a success story that has seen unemploy¬ 
ment across the whole West Midlands fall by 
44,000 - more than a fifth - over the last year, 
to 156,000 between May and July, according to 
the Office for National Statistics. 

Dudley South Conservative MP Mike Wood 
said he was encouraged by the falling figures 
and claimed further support is on the way. 

“Our top priority has been a sustainable 
economy that in turn means more people in 
work,” he said. “It is the Government’s work 
programmes that are giving the support that 
people need. 

“August trends are for figures to slightly rise 
with people leaving school or college but there 
is more and more training available year on 
year.” 

Priority 

Labour MP for Dudley North Ian Austin 
said: “I celebrate every new job in the area but 
long-term youth unemployment in the Black 
Country remains three times the national av¬ 
erage, which is why we need to make education 
and skills our number one priority. 

“The only way we will attract new invest¬ 
ment to replace the jobs we’ve lost is by having 
the skills that new industries need.” 

The West Midland’s unemployment fall, 
down 21,000 compared to the previous three 
months, was in sharp contrast to the rest of the 
country where the overall UK jobless total rose 
by 10,000 to 1.8 million as higher jobless rates 
in London, the South East and the North East 
countered falls in the West Midlands, North 
West and Yorkshire.

IT has been a long, tough and 
sometimes heartbreaking journey, 
but engineer Tony Wright says he 
is now ‘living the dream’ - working 
alongside his youngest son, craft¬ 
ing hand-made guitars in a small 
workshop in Wolverhampton.

Now, 43 years on, he and son Sam are 
launching their own business, Lakestone Gui¬ 
tars, and rapidly building a strong reputation 
for the quality of their work and the beautiful 
tone produced by their guitars. 

Father and son say they have been sup¬ 
ported by their strong Christian faith and by 
their love for their craft as luthiers - a term 
dating back to the original lute makers of the 
15th and 16th centuries. Their current pro¬ 
fession is a million miles from where Tony 
started, training as an apprentice fitter with 
Robinson Brothers in West Bromwich in 1972. 

Redesigning 

His engineering career went from strength 
to strength. Working for an engineering con¬ 
sultancy in Wolverhampton he found himself 
redesigning the machine at the Cadbury fac¬ 
tory at Bournville that makes the Curly Wurly. 

“That was in 1982, and as far as I know it’s 
still working today,” said Tony, who lives in 
Gornal. 

After completing a two-year degree course 
at the former Wolverhampton Polytechnic, 
Tony switched to working in education, and 
was rapidly head-hunted as design lecturer at 
Dudley College and then appointed as head 
of department. Meanwhile, he had taught 
himself to make electric guitars. “I had been 
asked to play with a group of musicians who 
were professionals or semi-pro, and I decided 
I needed something better than my old Squire 
bass. I bought one in Birmingham but didn’t 
like the tone, and when I took it back I saw 


one hanging on the shop wall that used to 
be owned by Mark King, from Level 42. It 
sounded fantastic, but I looked at the price and 
it was £3,500 - a lot of money in the 1980s. So 
it went back on the wall. 

“I thought, I’m a design engineer, I can 
learn how to make one. I did it in my spare 
time, lunch hours in the college workshop.” 

But in 1989 Tony suffered a massive 
heart attack. He tried to return to work but 
the stress was too great and he had to take 
early retirement. He carried on with the gui¬ 
tar making and repairs in his garden shed, 
and also worked part-time as a pastor at his 
church. His guitars, meanwhile, were build¬ 
ing a small but appreciative audience among 
skilled players. 

Then, eight years ago, his wife of 30 years 
died from cancer. “Our faith helped get us 
through, but I just didn’t want to make gui¬ 
tars any more,” said Tony. Sam, the youngest 
son and a talented musician in his own right, 
was also struggling. “There were days he just 
didn’t want to get out of bed,” said Tony. “He 
had made his first guitar at 13 or 14, so I said 


let’s go and make guitars. I started making 
acoustics because it was something new for 
me, we could learn together.” 

Learning to make acoustic guitars well can 
take decades, but the Wrights had a stroke of 
luck. Tony had invented a device called a uni¬ 
versal fret slotter that could accurately fit the 
frets on guitar necks to within one 4,000th of 
an inch. They have been sold globally and led 
to a call from world-renowned guitar maker 
George Lowden. Working on a series of pro¬ 
jects at Lowden’s factory in Northern Ireland 
resulted in a masterclass for Tony in the skills 
and intricacies of making acoustic guitars. 

He’s passed these skills on to Sam and to 
his musician friend Dan Clark, who offered 
the duo his garage in Wolverhampton as their 
workshop as the business outgrew the shed in 
Gornal. After months of work, which included 
turning the garage into a temperature and hu¬ 
midity-controlled environment, father and son 
are launching Lakestone Guitars - hoping to 
make at least two guitars a month. Currently, 
each guitar is the result of around 200 hours 
of work, although they are hoping to bring 


that down in their new workshop. Each one 
is handmade for the client, usually from rose¬ 
wood but also from walnut, mahogany, spruce, 
cedar and rarer timbers such as lacewood from 
plane trees, or even Adirondack spruce. “That 
can cost £200 just for enough to make the face 
of the guitar’s body, but it produces a lovely 
tone,” Tony adds. 

A dense African hardwood called wenge 
is sometimes used for fingerboards, but the 
Wrights are sticklers for ebony on acoustic 
guitar fretboards. The use of different woods 
is crucial in the distinct sound each guitar will 
produce, with bodies made of cedar, for exam¬ 
ple, producing a warmer sound. 

Even on electric guitars, the wood makes a 
big difference. Maple, used for Fender-style 
guitars, will produce a brasher sound, while 
the mahogany used for a Gibson style instru¬ 
ment will offer a warmer tone. 

Thinner 

Alongside a craftsman’s knowledge of his 
materials, Tony brings 21st century engi¬ 
neering nous. He likes making guitars with 
thinner necks and has come up with a way of 
using carbon fibre to strengthen them. He is 
also making guitars with a distinctive fan fret, 
like his mentor George Lowden. It improves 
the sound and is easier to play. The company 
name, Lakestone, comes from the old stone 
quarry near Tony’s original shed in Gornal. 

Depending on the woods used, a Lakestone 
Guitar will be priced at around £2,500. Tony 
said: “The business hasn’t made a penny yet 
but I hope it will provide a living for Sam and 
I, particularly for Sam. I am 59, so I’ll have my 
pension soon, but Sam is only 25. I want this 
to be a long-running business.” 

Alongside a business they love, father and 
son have also had some much-deserved happi¬ 
ness in their home lives. 

Sam has married - with his pastor father 
conducting the service - and Tony too has 
remarried, bringing home a Canadian bride 
Lonnie after meeting online - “She says she 
got me cheap on eBay,” he jokes. 

“She comes from British Columbia, and 
after we were married her sister came across 
a batch of rare woods being sold, bought them 
and sent them to me. What a great sister-in- 
law is that! I couldn’t believe it when I opened 
the parcel. It was stuff you just can’t get over 
here.”

Flying back to recall 
bravery of The Few 


IT IS the 75th anniversary of the Bat¬ 
tle of Britain, the last major anniver¬ 
sary when many of those brave Few 
who fought in the Battle are still with 
us. 

Wolverhampton’s highest profile contri¬ 
bution to the battle was the Boulton Paul 
Defiant fighter, built at Pendeford. Two 
squadrons of Defiants, No.141 and No.264, 
fought alongside the more numerous Spit¬ 
fires and Hurricanes during the Battle, 
with dogfights taking place in the skies un¬ 
til late October, 1940. 

Indeed it was a Defiant which shot down the 
Dornier bomber that was so publicly raised from 
the sea bed off the Kent coast over two years ago, 
and which is now under long-term restoration at 
the RAF Museum, in Cosford. 

On Battle of Britain Day, Sunday September 
20, the Tettenhall Transport Heritage Centre 
unveiled their new display about the Defiant, 
and raffled a unique framed photograph of a De¬ 
fiant on test flight from Pendeford. 

The photograph is signed by five former De¬ 
fiant aircrew who fought in the Battle - pilots 
Eric Barwell and John Lauder, along with air

gunners Fred Gash and Fred Barker, the latter, 
becoming the highest scoring Defiant gunner, 
with 13 victories to his name. 

It is possible therefore Fred might be the high¬ 
est scoring air gunner of all time. 

The fifth signatory, pilot Christopher Deanesly 
has very special Wolverhampton connections. 
Not only was he born in Wolverhampton in Jan¬ 
uary 1910, his father Edward Deanesly was an 
eminent surgeon at the Royal Hospital, and the 
Deanesly Cancer Centre at New Cross is named 
after him. 

Crashed 

Christopher Deanesly flew Spitfires during 
the Battle in 152 Squadron, but after recuperat¬ 
ing from being shot down over the Channel was 
posted to No.256 Squadron flying Defiants. 

During the Blitz, he and his gunner, New 
Zealander, Sgt W Scott, shot down four German 
bombers, including a Heinkel which crashed in 
Smethwick. The volunteers at the Heritage Cen¬ 
tre are rebuilding the cockpit of a Defiant and 
proceeds from the raffle will assist with that.

Amblecote Histor 




IT was quite fitting, given 
the theme of John Sparry’s 
Time Travel talk, that when 
Mike Perkins welcomed 
members and visitors, only 
two hours earlier Queen 
Elizabeth II had become the 
longest serving monarch in 
British history. 

With appropriate musical 
intermezzos John initially 
took the society back to the 
1200s highlighting many 
historical dates and relating 
to them through historical 
documentation of numerous 
characters of the day. 

There was some focus on 
this area with Bobbington, 
Bridgnorth and Himley all 
featuring strongly in terms 
of the instances of roy¬ 
alty (Henry II, Henry III, 
Charles I and Charles II) all 
passing through for one rea¬ 
son or another. 

One of the most famous 
or instantly recollected his¬ 
torical events with a link to 
Himley is the Gunpowder 
Plot of 1605, the plotters 
passing through Stour¬ 
bridge as they learned of the 
plot’s discovery, and making 
their escape from London. 

Several plotters made a 
stand against the pursuing 
Sheriff of Worcester and 
his men at Holbeche House, 
Catesby was one of those 
shot and killed. At their trial 
on 27 January 1606, eight of 
the survivors, including Guy 
Fawkes, were convicted and 
sentenced to be hanged, 
drawn and quartered. 

John briefly returned 
to himself in 1963, selling 
clocks! He related a few 
amusing tales about real life 
experiences he encountered. 
Mike Perkins gave a vote of 
thanks.

Others are 
a combination of two words such as 
smog or spam. 

In order to emphasise we use two 
words when one would do e.g. spick and 
span, or vim and vigour. 

Punctuation is also most important, 
and Patricia read out two letters which 
used exactly the same words, but the 
punctuation had been changed making 
their meanings completely different. 
She finished by reading her favourite 
Shakespearean sonnet.

FOR years the European Un¬ 
ion was the millstone around 
the Tories’ necks. Last week 
it turned into Labour’s. 

Within hours of Jeremy Corbyn 
becoming the party’s leader and 
by a landslide majority, Wolver¬ 
hampton North East MP Emma 
Reynolds joined an exodus of 
front benchers. 

Chief among her concerns was that 
Mr Corbyn had been highly critical of 
the EU and might not only fail to cam¬ 
paign to stay in, he might even have 
wanted to join the side of ‘out’. 

She was not alone. Former shadow 
business secretary Chuka Umunna 
said: “It is my view that we should 
support the UK remaining a mem¬ 
ber of the EU, notwithstanding the 
outcome of any renegotiation by the 
Prime Minister, and I cannot envis¬ 
age any circumstances where I would 
be campaigning alongside those who 
would argue for us to leave - Jeremy 
has made it clear to me that he does 
wholeheartedly share this view.” 

Five days passed and another Wol¬ 
verhampton MP, the south east’s Pat 
McFadden, still did not know his fu¬ 
ture. As shadow Europe minister his 
role, while not in the shadow cabinet, 
was surely essential. 

But it was Thursday night before 
he was given the news he wanted to 
hear - Jeremy Corbyn would cam¬ 
paign to stay in the EU. The crucial 
reassurance for pro-Europe Mr Mc¬ 
Fadden was that it was not just a pas¬ 
sive promise not to campaign to leave,

but an active one to fight to stay in. If 
Mr Corbyn could give such assurances 
to Mr McFadden, then why not to Mr 
Umunna? 

He had said on Wednesday night 
that Labour’s policy on Europe was 
‘developing’. By Thursday it was well 
and truly formed. 

With the party now trying to pull 
itself back together as the dust settles 
after a long and drawn out leadership 
contest, the last thing it wants is its 
own equivalent of the Maastricht re¬ 
bellion that split the Tories. 

After all, it’s not as though the Par¬ 
liamentary Labour Party are short of 
things to disagree with Jeremy Cor¬ 
byn on. Some are less than happy with 
his own record of supporting Labour. 
He has rebelled against his own party 
533 times in his 32 years. 

That means he has voted against 


Shaun of the Dead star Nick Frost 

Labour more times than David Cam¬ 
eron, who has been in the Commons 
since 2001. One Labour MP said: 
“Jeremy Corbyn never paid very 
much attention to previous leaders’ 
whips so I don’t think I’ll be too both¬ 
ered about his.” Then the MP saw 
the positive side and added: “Which 
means I might get home a bit earlier.” 

If Hollywood is ever looking to 
make a movie about the current Brit¬ 
ish Labour party - no, I don’t think 
it’s likely either - they will be look¬ 
ing to cast someone as West Brom¬ 
wich MP and new deputy leader Tom 
Watson. They need look no further 
than Nick Frost, star of films such as 
Shaun of the Dead. The pair are al¬ 
most dead ringers for each other, so 
much so Frost tweeted: “I want to 
thank everyone who supported me 
and I’m thrilled at my election.”

He was one of the first children to be 
diagnosed with the disease at Russells 
Hall Hospital in Dudley. The condition 
causes inflammation in the walls of ar¬ 
teries, including the coronary arteries 
which supply blood to the heart. 


Mr South, aged 31, from Waterfall 
Lane, will be running the marathon 
for Birmingham charity Young at 
Heart on October 18, which supports 
families of babies and children with 
heart defects. 

He said: “Young at Heart were 
amazing to us. They offered support 
on the phone and via text and we 
could connect with families that also 
had children who suffered with heart 
conditions. 

Mr South, a teacher at Hurst Green 
Primary School in Halesowen, and 
wife Kate have one other child, Lucas. 

Kawasaki’s Disease has left Jack 
with three aneurysms, which require 


constant treatment. “When you look 
at Jack he is just like the other chil¬ 
dren,” said Mr South.“He has to take 
his medicine four times a day but does 
it like a real trooper. 

“We know that he is different from 
the other children health-wise, but 
he is really sensible and understands 
things. We are incredibly proud of 
him.” 

He added: “I’ve had so much sup¬ 
port, its been great. I’ll be running it 
with my brother, Oliver, too so it will 
be a team effort.”

Jail cut for car 
gang member 

A MAN jailed for his part in a Midland car 
theft racket has had his sentence cut. 

Rocky Butler from Dudley was one of 
nine men put behind bars for their roles 
in the theft of more than 80 off-road vehi¬ 
cles, which were stripped and parts sent to 
the Middle East. 

The 36-year-old, of Fullwood Crescent, 
Holly Hall, was locked up for five years 
and four months at Worcester Crown 
Court in December after admitting con¬ 
spiracy to steal. 

His sentence has now been cut to four- 
and-a-half years by judges sitting at Lon¬ 
don’s Criminal Appeal Court, who said 
the original punishment was ‘too long’ 
due to his limited role. 

The gang targeted Toyota vehicles and 
dismantled them, selling the engines and 
gearboxes to Dubai and the rest for scrap. 


inspectors have told home for 
elderly that it must improve 


A NURSING home has been 
told it requires improvement. 

An inspection revealed it had 
operated without a registered 
manager for nearly two years. 

The report by the Care Quality 
Commission (CQC) concluded the Hill- 
croft Nursing Home in High Street, 
Wordsley, requires improvement with 
raises concerns about leadership and 
patient safety. 

The home, which provides accom¬ 
modation and care for up to 28 people, 
was rated ‘good’ for being effective 
and responsive. 

But on management, the report 


said: “The provider had not met the 
legal obligation to provide a registered 
manager and the service had been 
operating with interim management 
arrangements since November 2013. 

“The provider told us steps had 
been taken to rectify this and they had 
submitted their application to register 
the manager.” 

Monitoring 

On safety, the report added: “We 
observed staff regularly carried out 
positional changes throughout the day 
which reduced the risk of developing 
sore skin. 

“However, the monitoring of these 


risks was not consistent. There was 
no evidence nurses were checking the 
records to identify any concerns.” 

Hillcroft Nursing Home specialises 
in care for the elderly and those with 
dementia. 

The inspection by the CQC took 
place on July 6 and inspectors spoke 
with 12 people who lived at the home, 
two relatives and several staff. 

Inspectors looked at the care re¬ 
cords of six residents, staffing rotas, 
staff training records, complaint re¬ 
cords and the home’s staff recruit¬ 
ment processes. 

Bosses at the nursing home declined 
to comment.

New move to form 
west Mids authority 

COUNCILLORS are this month being asked to back plans 
to create the West Midlands Combined Authority after sen¬ 
ior Labour figures gave it their blessing. 

Wolverhampton council’s ruling Labour cabinet had al¬ 
ready agreed to put £300,000 towards the £2.1 million set 
up costs and are putting the plan before the full council.

Dudley, Sandwell and Walsall councils are also all 
expected to join the new combined authority, which bosses 
have stressed is not a ‘super council’ and will not take any 
powers away from local authorities.

Wizz is the seventh airline to sign 
up for the West Midlands gateway 
as the airport heads for what is ex¬ 
pected to be its busiest-ever year. 

Based in Hungary, Wizz is the 
largest budget airline in Central and 
Eastern Europe and its inaugural 
flight arrived at Birmingham from 
Warsaw with 147 passengers on 
board. 

Welcoming Wizz Air’s inaugural 
flight from Warsaw were the air¬ 
port’s Chief executive, Paul Kehoe, 
and the Polish Honorary Consul for 
the West Midlands, Wyre Forest Dis¬ 
trict Councillor Fran Oborski.

Both Warsaw and Budapest are pop¬ 
ular tourist destinations that have 
not been served from Birmingham 
for some time. We are extremely 
pleased to be able to offer our cus¬ 
tomers even more choice and thank 
Wizz Air for recognising the Mid¬ 
lands as a new market opportunity.” 

These two new routes each oper¬ 
ate twice a week, with Warsaw oper¬ 


ating each Monday and Friday and 
Budapest each Tuesday and Satur¬ 
day. Flights are available to book via 
wizzair.com from £15.49 each way. 

Mrs Oborski said “With such a 
large Polish community living in the 
Midlands, this new Warsaw service 
will be welcomed by many who need 
greater connectivity to visit friends 
and family. 

“Warsaw is also a stunning city 
with varied architecture and thriv¬ 
ing nightlife and music scene so I 
am certain that the route will also 
be popular with Midlanders wanting 
to explore Poland’s fascinating cap¬ 
ital city.” 

Birmingham Airport has recorded 
its busiest 12 months with more 
than 10 million passengers. 

Latest figures reveal 10,004,119 
arriving and departing passen¬ 
gers passed through the terminal 
between August 28 last year and 
August 27 this year — the highest 
number of a 12 month period in 
the airport’s 76 year history. It also 
represents a 5.1 per cent increase 
compared to the same period the 
previous year.

Tory group leader 
hits out at slow 
progress by council 

CALLS have been made to speed up the redevelopment 
of Dudley’s eyesore Cavendish House site — after a sen¬ 
ior councillor described progress on the scheme ‘as slow 
as pulling teeth’. 

Members of Dudley Council’s Conservative group 
called for a decision to be made so work could finally 
begin. Earlier this month it was announced that ambi¬ 
tious £50 million regeneration plans, which would see 
restaurants, shops and housing built, had moved a step 
closer after 18 months of talks. But at a meeting of Dud¬ 
ley Council’s cabinet last week, Tory councillors said 
greater progress should have been made. 

Conservative group leader Councillor Patrick Harley 
accused council leaders of failing to honour a commit¬ 
ment made last year that work would have started by 
now. 

“Last year the ruling Labour group committed to real 
progress on this scheme by the summer,” he said. “Well 
that has now come and gone so perhaps they meant next 
summer? In the time the council is taking to decide on 
which of the three development proposals for this site to 
pursue, Dudley College has completed three new build¬ 
ings — all the size of Cavendish House. 

“Also, in the same time, Dudley Canal Trust has 
sought funding from the European Union, designed and 
almost completed a visitor centre. Yet still the Cavendish 
House scheme has not started. Progress on this scheme 
has been as slow and painful as pulling teeth.” 

Deputy leader of the council, Councillor Judy Foster 
said discussions and negotiations were continuing. 
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Hospital 
complaints 
double in 
12 months 


THE number of complaints upheld over 
shoddy care at Black Country and Stafford¬ 
shire hospitals has more than doubled in a 
year. 

In 2014-15, 29 complaints were partly or fully en¬ 
dorsed at five trusts, compared with 13 the previous 
year, despite the total number of complaints to the 


Parliamentary and Healtl 
ing, from 248 to 240. 

Nationally, there was a 13 
per cent rise in complaints, 
with errors in diagnosis, 
poor treatment and lack of 
communication topping the 
list. Poor attitudes and be¬ 
haviour of staff were factors 
in 20 per cent of cases, with 
non-medical care a factor in 
almost half of all complaints 
received. 

Investigations 

Royal Wolverhampton 
NHS Trust saw the number 
of complaints made to the 
ombudsman fall from 69 
in 2013-14 to 62 last year, 
although the number of 
upheld investigations rose 
from two to nine. 

The ombudsman received 
37 inquires regarding care 
at Dudley Group NHS 
Foundation Trust, up from 
31 in 2013-14, with three 
complaints upheld following 
10 investigations. 

Sandwell and West Bir¬ 
mingham Hospitals (SWBH) 
NHS Trust saw the number 
of complaints made to the 
ombudsman fall from 90 in 
2013-14 to 67 over the last 
12 months. Investigations 
were held into 13 of the 
complaints, up from 12 the 
previous year. Seven com-

plaints were fully or partly 
upheld, up from two. 

The ombudsman received 
22 inquiries regarding care 
received at Mid Stafford¬ 
shire NHS Foundation 
Trust, down from 25 in 
2013-14. Four complaints 
were fully or partly upheld, 
up from three last year. 

Walsall Healthcare NHS 
Trust saw a steep rise in 
complaints from 33 to 52 
with the number of com¬ 
plaints upheld doubling to 
six over the last year. 

Najam Rashid, associ¬ 
ate medical director at the 
trust, said: “The trust cares 
for and supports more than 
800,000 patients on average 
each year and we actively 
encourage them to make a 
complaint if they feel our 
usual high standards have 
fallen short. 

“We really value the op¬ 
portunity to work with pa¬ 
tients, their families and 
carers and the wider com¬ 
munity to bring about im¬ 
provements to our services 
and complaints are just one 
way in which we can work 
in partnership with them to 
do this.”

WORLD-FAMOUS violin virtuoso Nicola Benedetti sobbed 
her way through her first violin lesson, aged four. But the 
28-year-old from Ayrshire, who was born to a Scottish moth¬ 
er and Italian father, went on to become one of the most pop¬ 
ular classical violinists of her generation. 

“I cried through my first violin lesson,” remembered 
Nicola. “I was quite shy and am also left-handed, so I contin¬ 
ually picked the instrument up the wrong way. My teacher 
probably got frustrated and I was just so nervous. 

“But from the second lesson on I got the hang of it and 
really progressed quite quickly. Actually, it was the music 
moving me to tears that hooked me to the violin.” 

At the age of eight she became leader of the National Chil¬ 
dren’s Orchestra of Great Britain and by nine had already 
passed the eight grades of music exams. At 16 she won the 
BBC Young Musician of the Year competition and had signed 
a £1 million six album deal. Since then she was won two Clas¬ 
sical BRIT Awards for Best Female Artist and was awarded 
an MBE for services to classical music. One of her biggest 
motivations is encouraging children to take up music. 

Last year’s Homecoming album, inspired by Scottish 
music, entered the top 20 pop chart.

IT’S no secret that Birmingham 
has more than its fair share of In¬ 
dian restaurants. 

So to stand the test of time, you’ve really 
got to offer something different - as well as 
pull the diners in. 

I consider myself a massive fan of Indian 
food, but I always go to the same place and 
choose my favourite dish each time. 

I’m almost nervous to try something.And 
I’m not a fan of ‘fancy’ curry houses. I love 
old, traditional, basic food, that comes in a 
balti dish and costs less than a tenner for 
a full meal. And where I can take my own 
wine. 

Every now and then, though, it’s nice to 
get dressed up and splash out a bit, so with 
that in mind I headed to Akbar’s on Hagley 
Road. I first visited when it opened back in 
2009 and judging by how my recent visit, it 
is as popular as ever.

Those old enough to remember will 
know it as the former Liberty’s nightclub. 
Younger readers will know it as the big 
white building next door to TGI Friday’s. 

The venue underwent a massive transfor¬ 
mation when it opened, and it appeared to 
have lost none of its sparkle on my recent 
visit. 

We ordered a bottle of Malbec and made 
ourselves comfy while we waited for our 
table which we were told could be up to 45 
minutes. But much to our delight, our table 
was ready in 15 minutes. 

There was almost a party atmosphere in¬ 
side, with a real feeling of celebration being 
enjoyed by the other diners, so with it being 
so busy, I was worried that service would 
suffer. However, we were really well looked 
after. The starter menu has all the usual fa¬ 


vourites,but there were also plenty of what 
I’d describe as more unusual dishes. Take 
for example the liver tikka and the rabbit 
tikka which comes served with a strawberry 
chutney. 

Tempting options included the chicken 
wings, seasoned with spices in a yogurt 
marinade and cooked over charcoal. The 
keema and cheese samosas - minced lamb 
with onions and sweetcorn in pastry - also 
sounded right up my street.But in the end, 
we played it safe and went for poppadoms 
and the onion bhaji. 

The poppadoms were crunchy and crisp, 
exactly what you want, while the bhaji, 
made with onion and potato, was again very 
tasty. It came in a light batter that wasn’t 
too heavy, while the raita was creamy and 
cool, the perfect accompaniment. 

We also chose our favourites for main 
courses - chicken dhansak and chicken 


tikka makhani. I’d hoped for a sweet and 
sour flavour sauce with my dhansak, with 
huge chunks of chicken and pineapple, but 
in all honesty it fell a bit flat. Rather than 
lots of meat, I felt the dish was loaded down 
with lentils and sweetcorn. The flavour was 
good, and I mopped up the sauce with a 
naan bread, but if I was to order it again, 
I definitely wouldn’t expect to see so much 
sweetcorn. 

There was better luck for my friend 
whose chicken tikka makhani was thor¬ 
oughly enjoyed. The sauce was mild and 
creamy and given a massive thumbs-up. 
The accompanying pilau rice was spot on, 
with the grains all delightfully fluffy and 
separated. 

I enjoyed the experience at Akbar’s. I’d 
probably go for a different main course next 
time, but my choice wouldn’t stop me from 
going back.
